After the misunderstanding with our southern neighbors .had 
been cleared up, Warrant Officer Hoskins was ordered back to San 
Francisco. On the United States' entering the World War, she did all in 
her power to persuade the powers that be to allow her to go "Over 
there," but her request was refused.

FOUND IN NEW RAY 


Same Elements Are Gen- 
erated by Big Machine. 


Berlin.—The development through 


big voltage of a ray which may 
prove a substitute for radium, and 
in much stronger form than that pos- 
sibls with the present radium sup- 
plier, is described lu a recent Issue 
vt I/ie Umschau, a scientific aud 
medical weekly. ' 


Professors Lange and Brascli, 


I working in the laboratories of the 


j A. E. G., German Electric company, 


recently succeeded with a machine 
which sends 2,400,000 volts through 
a special vacuum tube, in breaking 
up atoms in' sir different elements, 
among them lead. 
The rays gener- 


ated by this; current were found to 
be similar to radium rays, but they 
liad a much greater strength, corre- 
sponding to 10,000 kilograms of ra- 
dium. 


Effect of the Rays. 


The effect of these '•artificial radi- 


um'' rays is quite different from 
the ordinary X-rays. 
The maga- 


zine reports that tests were made 
by Prof. Ludwig Halberstaedter of 
the Institute-for Cancer Research of 
the University of Berlin, on mice, 
and it was found that whereas 
X-rays penetrated' only one-tenth 
millimeter into the membrane, the 
"artificial radium" rays produced by 
the high voltage.: reached the depth 
of six to seven millimeters. 


Tests were made on bacteria, 


blood, and then/the skin, and finally 
cancerous growths in mice, the mag- 
azine, reports, with the result that 
a ray lasting one-thousandth of a 
second succeeded in halting the 
progress of the growth and when re- 
peated from four to six times, com- 
pletely killed it 


Similar Success. 


Similar success was reported from 


exposing the blood to the rays, 
where results were obtained which 
would have required 12 to 18 hours 
of radium treatment, 


It is emphasized that while the 


experiments 
with 
animals have 


shown encouraging results. It still 
will be a long time before such ex- 
periments could be attempted with 
a human patient, and that at least 
five years of observation would be 
necessary to determine whether the 
effect of the ; rays Is permanent 
.enough to establish them.asa prac- 
tical treatment

Over Jailed British Engineers

Diplomatic Relations Strained as British Envoy and 


Foreign Secretary Assail Soviet's Treatment o£ 


Britons Accused of Sabotage and Espionage.

Following a scathing indictment of Soviet justice by Sir John Simon* 
British Secretary of State for Foreiga Affairs, and the passage of a 
bill authorizing an embargo on Russian products by the House of Com- 
mons, observers in the British capital believe that_a severance of diplo- 
matic relations between London and Moscow is imminent. The inter* 
national storm resulted from the arrest of a number of British engi- 
neers, employed by a British firm installing power plants in Russia, on 
charges of sabotage and espionage. The men, L. C. Thornton, John 
Cushny, A. W. Gregory, Charles Nordwall, W. H. MacDonald arid Alan 
Monkhonse, director of the British electrical firm, were arrested by the 
OGPU: (secret police) and, according to Sir Esmond Ovey, British Am- 
bassador to Moscow, subjected to an intensified form of "third degree." 
Monkhbuse, said Sir Esmond, was forced to sign a "confeision"—even' 
before, he knew the nature of the charges against him. The British 
Ambassador's representations to Maxim Litvinoff, Soviet Commissar 
for Foreign Affairs, brought the reply that the Soviet intended to prose- 
cute the Britishers to the limit. This was after Britain had threatened 
an embargo and severance of diplomatic relations. With the-exception 
of MacDonald, all the accused were released on bail to come for trial in 
the near future. But the fear prevails', in England-thai the men will net 
be given a fair hearing,-as cases are-on record where the OGPU con- 
ducted its own trial, denying the accused legal representation. Th* 
penalty, if the accused men are convicted, is death.. And as feeling over 
the affair u running very high in Britain, the conviction of the engineer* 
• 
might have disastrous consequence* to the whole of Europe,
